T Burning of cams. Harrison’s Log 
re Cabin at North Bend. 
_ [Prom the Ci-cinnatti Gazette, 27th | 

There are very strong reasons for believing 
that the fire was set by some one of the servant 
girls. When the fire was fairly discovered and 
the family roused, one of them asked if the girls 
had been cal One of the hired men went 
immediately to their room and found one of the 
Bridgets up and dressed, her trunk pecked and 
locked, and ready to leave. The other Bridget 
was fast asleep in bed, and was so paralyzed 
with fear, when informed of the fire, that she 
had to be carried from the room. The Bridget 
first meationed lost nothing ; the other Bridget 
lost all her clothes, and some $40 of her savin 
which was in her trunk. The tire was discove 
at about one o’clock. By three o’clock the house 
was so completely on that no one could go 
into it. There was now nothing but the chim- 
neys left. 

Fortunately, Mrs. General Harrison has been 
with her son, Hon. J. Scott Harrison, for some 
time, and knew nothing of whe fire.

The famous residence of General Harriso 
was beautifully situated, about 500 yards besk 
from the river and facing it, in the midst of a 
clump of fine trees, chiefly A row of 
these trees stood tall and green in front of the 
house like sentinels, and they seemed 
as if they had been killed at their posts, for 
their branches were warned, their leaves shriv- 
elled and their whole was moribund. 

The residence itself consisted of the central 
log cabin and wings running east and west. The 
Log Cabin, which has become so famous in our 
political history, whose mention even yet makes 
a glow of the spirit of '40, was the second »uilt 
at this place. The first ‘was that built by the ° 
patentee and first settler John Cleves Symmes, 
and was located nearer the river c 
Harrison’s. The Log Cabin was of the genuine 
and unadulterated kind, built of hdge logs, with 
gigantic stone c>h.mpeys, and ficished in the 
backwoods sty.s. The cabin, however, was 
long -since clapboarded, and the wings which 
were added, being built in modern style, the 
whole preseated a symmetrical appearance. 

As Gen. Harrison's family grew oumerous, 
additions were made te the cabin, till the struc- 
ture grew to a length of some tifty feet or more, 
and a proportional width. When asked why he 
did not build a new house upon the bill that ri- 
ses back of the present build: ey Gen. Harrison 
replied that be found the cabin there, and had 
added to it as occasion required, until he had 
added so mock, that it hardly seemed worth 
while to it altogether.
